DETROIT. Sept. I—Police today 
hunted for two men accused of a t- j 
tem pting to poison Steve Mak a 
few days before he fell from an 
upper window of Mrs. Host* Veras’ 
rooming house and 
became 
the 
twelfth lodger to die within eight 
years. 
Assistant Prosecutor 
George W 
Stutz said the 48-year-old Hungar­ 
ian lodging house keeper, in ad­ 
mitting to a friend she had pushed 
Mak to his death, implicated the 
two men in previous attem pts on 
the life of her lodger, whom she 
had insured for $2,460. 
The men, designated as "John 
Roe and Richard Doe”, are named 
in the same warrant which charges 
Mrs. Veras and her son, William, 
with the murder of Mak. 
Although Frank M. Kenney, Jr.. 
Mrs. Veras’ attorney, denied exis­ 
tence of a "confession." Stutz in­ 
sisted the woman had "told the full 
story" to a friend of hers, whom the

There are the obvious steaks and 
chops, of course,

housekeepers who get in the habit 
of buying lamb chops forget th a t j 
there are others. Veal chops and 
cutlets Uke only 30 m inutes or less j 
of cooking, depending on the m eth- . 
od of preparation. 
They 
can 
be 
fried In deep fat more quickly, but 
then the heating of the fat takes t 
some time. Pork chops too should 
br cooked slowly and thoroughly, 
and although 
they

quickly in deep fat, they are more i 
digestible if 
cooked 
slowly 
and 
thoroughly. 
Bite on and Elver 
Liver is another highly nutritious, 
quickly cooked meat. 
Bacon and 
liver, properly prepared, are usually 
popular. And certainty there is no \ 
m eat that lends itself more to quick, 
last m inute cooking lim n liver, for 
th a t is the only correct way to pre­ 
pare it. . 
T he overcooking of liver Is a wide­ 
spread practice and spoils Hie deli­ 
cate texture of this food. W hile fry­ 
ing the bacon, soak 
the 
liver 
In 
cold water. (Incidentally. It should 


not be sliced too th in —at least halt 
an Inch thlckncas Is an advantage.) , 
Wipe dry with a towel, then put the j 
liver in the hot, well-greased frying 
pan. Keep heat fairly high, turn 
frequently, and serve as soon as 
lightly browned on both sides T hree j 
or four m inutes Is usually sufficient ( 
to fry liver, but test before serving i 
by cutting off a bit of the edge, to 
make sure it is cooked through. R e­ 
move immediately when tender to 
avoid overcooking 
Of course, all the chopped m eats 
are the last word in easy cooking 
and variety can be obtained by m ix­ 
ing various meats. Round steak or
